Proceedings of Sessions to 


Be Open to the Public 


President Submits Instructions to 


the Arbitration Board, 


Which Will Have an Unlimited Range in the In- 


vestigations—I! udge Gray is Made 


President. 


Washington, Oct. 24—The anthracite 


coal commission decided this morning 
that the hearing of the 
commission 


shall be open to the public through the 


medium of the press. 


Washington, Oct. 24—At the call of 


the President 
of the United States 


there assembled 
at the 
temporary 


White House at 10 o'clock today a dis- 
tinguished assembly of citizens who 
have been entrusted with the duty of 
settling the greatest dispute that, has 
ever arisen between capital and la'oor 
ill this country. 
The anthracite coal 


operators and the miners Tiave unra- 
servedly agreed to abide by the deci- 
sion of this board. 


The range of their investigation is 


practically unlimited. It will cover all 
Questions at issue.

Tie necessary for the adoption of their 
report. Hon. Carroll D. Wright, Com- 
missioner of Labor, recorder 
of the 


commission, has no vote. 
His duty 


will be largely of the nature of those 
of a judge advocate in a military tri- 
bunal. Besides having charge of the 
records of the commission 
he will 


take an active part in adducing the ev- 
idence on both sides. The President 
worked until after midnight with Sec-

Knox formulating his instructions to 
the commission 
Early in the evening 


he had been in consultation with Rob- 
ert Bacon, partner of J. P. Morgan, 
and is supposed to have received from 
him certain suggestions which the op- 
erators desired to be embodied in the 
instructions. 


Having effected an organization and 


adopted plans for the carrying out of 
the President's instructions, the com- 
mission will adjourn to hold its future 
sessions in Wilkesbarre, New York 
and Philadelphia. The testimony of the 
miners 
will be heard grst through 


the medium of President Mitchell and 
his associates. Mr. Mitchell will be ex- 
amined first.

September 28, Mr. Mitchell outlined 
the demands of the miners in general 
terms as follows: 


1. An. increase in wages for men 


employed on piece work. 


2. A reduction, in the hours of la- 


bor for men employed by the day. 


3. Payment for a legal ton of coal

weighed and correctly recorded.

time considering the salary question 
fronj the fact that a large increase is 
the cost of government of a certain 
class of cities was made necessary un- 
der the new code. Among the papers 
of the committee is a memorandum or i 
estimate of the amount that these sal- 
aries will average in Cities of S^MMft' 
population. The estimate was cos-' 
siderc-d toy the code committee to be a 
fair average of tiese salaries for cities 
of about that size

"1. That there shall be an increase 


of 20 per cent to the miners who are 
paid by the ton—that is, for men per- 
forming contract work. These men in- 
voice about forty per cent of all the 
miners.

A reduction of 20 per cent in 


the time of per diem employes. The 
mines are operated about 200 days per 
year, ten hours per day This demand 
if granted, would result in reducing 
the day to eight hours (20 per cent) 
so that the mines would be operated

The St. Pierte und St. Vincent 


UMtc-rH Occurred Wlien the Moon 
Wan Jfeiv—Relntlonn BeiMceu tlic 
Planet aud Volcnnoe* DiKcnnscd by 
Robert T. Hill. 
In view of the recent eruptions of 


the Soufriere on St. Vincent island the 
following article on the relation of tlie 
moon's phases to eruptions by Robert 
T. Hill, the famous geologist, is of 
timely interest. lie says to tbe Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Herald: 


If we should enter tbe field of specu- 


lation, it would not jje difficult to con- 
ceive that the moon may influence tbe 
periods of eruption in an intermittent 
\ olcano. It is not discordant with any 
of the great modern theories of vol- 
canism to believe that the moon's at- 
traction should influence the times of 
eruption. The influence of the moon's 
attraction upon the tides and the maxi- 
mum tide produced at the times of 
perigee are generally Accepted by scien- 
tific men, although disputed by some. 


It is a well known fact that when 


the tide rises and falls on the seadoast 
many million tons of water are brought 
alternately nearer, and farther from 
the land. 
Accordingly, a pendulum 


suspended within a hundred miles of 
the seacoast should respond to the at- 
traction of the sea water, swingipg 
toward the sea at high water and away 
from it at lovr water. 


Since tbjs rise and fall has a lunar 


periodicity the pendulum should swing 
in the same period, even if the direct 
attraction of tbe moon did not affect 
it. Accordingly, the whole coast line 
must rock to and fro with the varying 
tide. George Howard Darwin, in his 
admirable book on "The Tides," has 
investigated these displacements and 
studied not culy the effect upon the 
water, but made calculations of the 
actual tilting oC the coast line by the 
rising tide. 


Since the force which produces the 


tides also warps the earth's crust, it is 
by no means impossible or improbable 
that volcanic activity, which is at- 
tributed to changes of pressure on the 
earth's crust, may not be seriously af- 
fected by these forces. 


The relation between volcanoes and 


tbe moon is one concerning which there 
is a great field for speculation, but 
upon %vhich we,have very little data. 
The relation of the recent West Indian 
eruptions to the moon is of especial in- 
terest because of certain remarkable co- 
iugidences..jxhich are,at least worthy^of 
investigation, and unfortunately, as I 
have already remarked, no accurate 
systematic observations 
have been 


made upon the present eruptions in the 
West Indies. 


American scientific men and institu- 


tions financially able to conduct such 
observations seem singularly apathetic 
to making them. In tbe first place, 
there have been no detailed records 
kept of the eruptions of St Vincent 
and Martinique in order to ascertain 
their periodicity, intensity or relations 
to the tides, moon, etc. W,e hear only 
of those eruptions which destroy life 
or frighten the people. 
' 


Others which are perhaps equally 


.great, but which blow away to sea 
from the uninhabitable portions of tbe 
islands, are unrecorded. Hence it is 
utterly impossible to make a careful 
comparison of the time of these erup- 
tions with the phases of the moon. 


Notwithstanding the limited data at 


hand there have been several coinci: 
deuces between tbe phases of the moon 
and the West Indian volcanic eruptions 
which justify serious reflection. 


Some of these coincidences are as fol- 


lows: On May 7, 1902. the day of the 
outbreak in St. Vincent and tbe one im- 
mediately preceding the destruction of 
St Pierre, there was a new moon. On 
May 21, just following tbe second great 
outbreak, there was a full moon. On 
Oct. 16, approximating tbe present out- 
break, there was also a full moon. 


The relations of tbe phases of the 


nioon at the date of the other out- 
breaks arc not at hand. 
No serious 


student, however, would positively 
state that tbe phases of the moon were 
in any way connected with the vol- 
canic disturbances, although shortly 
after new and full moons high water 
is higher aad low water lower. 


We might also look for coincidence 


between tbe periods of apogee aud 
perigee (or greatest and least dis- 
tances) of the moon from the earth at 
the time of the eruptions. On April 25. 
when the cloud of smoke first became, 
conspicuously noticeable from Moat 
Pelee, tbe moon was in apogee, or at 
its greatest distance frpm the cartli. 


Tlie eruptions continued in intensity 


us tbe inooa "approacned tlie earth, the 
great catastrophe occurring OH May S. 
just six hours after Uic moon bad 
reached pjerigee, or its closest point to 
llic eartli. On June 5 Hie rooon was 
again in perigee, bat tbe writer has 
not at band the data to say wbcthcr 
or no any serious eruptions occurred at 
this time. 


Neither have 1 any dflta concwning 


toe perigee of July S. On Aug. 2S tbe 
raooE was again in perigee, and. if I 
remember correctly, on AM?. 30 there 
was anolncr srait eruption on both 
Martinique and St Vincent resnHins 
in tbe dentb of soaie two thousand 
people on tbe former inland. 


Tbe data thus presenJwl nre only 


those which coine to my mind without 
reference fo notes, and npiin I must 
reiterate that wfth such a magnificent 
field for observation, it is a pii.v that 
American science is not collecting some 
nipre accurate observations ujwn which 
to base deductions.

Of the Platform Adopted

House Affairs. 


In the case of the City of Newark 


vs. Wm. B. Sliamp, which was an ac- 
tion brought to restrain Shamp from 
removing or disturbing the east wall 
of the 
fire department building 
in 


East Newark, the 
Circuit Court, in 


their written opinion, refused to find 
as a matter of fact whether the wall 
in the controversy was wholly upon 
the real estate owned by Shamp or 
partly upon the real estate owned by 
both the city and Shamp, for the rea- 
son that that fact is not material to a 
determination of the question at is- 
sue. 
The Court did find that the city 


acquired a right to the use of the wall 
in question, as the same now exists,

plan contemplates the installation in a 
building of stationary chemical tanks 
capable of holding 500 or 3,000 gallons, 
if necessary.

piled up. It is in the attachments In- 
side the tank that the main idea is 
jvolved. In the bottom of the tank was 
seven gallons of a solution of water 
and bicarbonate of soda. Near the top 
of the tank there was suspended an 
open mouthed bottle containing sul- 
phuric acid. The mouth of the"bottle 
was covered by a circular cap pressed 
down by a piston descending: from a 
valvular arrangement by which the 
tank was closed. The piston was con- 
nected with a spring, the action of 
which was to raise the cap off tbe bot- 
tle. This piston uas depressed by air 
pumped into tbe lead pipe, and it held 
the bottle upright.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


!•!«• mni Milk. 


Tfic question often arises, Would It 


not bo more profitable to buy pigs 
tlmn to raise tbtin? It would be de- 
cidedly an ndvuutnge if tbe supply 
could be filled with any kind of cer- 
tainty and of a quality tliat would give 
lull compensation for labor and feed 
imd tbe risk of buying infectious dis- 
eases could be eliminated. Is it not 
true that whoever engages in animal 
JUusbandry should become a master 
eventually both as breeder and feeder? 
If it is essential to select a good dairy 
cow and sire, it is no less important 
to select good breeding sows of robust 
constitution, rttstlers'at the feeding 
trough, prolific. docile (most of this 
last depends, on ourselves in humane 
treatment), a good mother and milker, 
for Ijke will produce like to a greater 
or less degree. But we are the model- 
ers of improvement, and when we de- 
velop P9ints by our own management 
we have a better guarantee that we can 
perpetuate them. 
There must be of 


necessity a system of breeding that 
will insure atsupply of pigs of nearly 
the same age' for the different seasons 
in order to have advantage of feeding 
the byproducts to the young growing 
pigs. 
There should be also proper 


shelter for feeding and breeding, so as 
to reduce labor, enhance comfort and 
insure full compensation for food con- 
sumed. We of tbe northwest ever and 
anon encounter zero weather and once 
in awhile 40 degrees below. " Clean 
floors and troughs and dry beds are 
as essential for sows and pigs as for 
cows and calves. 
The hog is by na- 


ture a cleanly animal and never other- 
wise except by force of his untidy 
master.—Cor. National Stockman and 
Farmer. 


Willow 


One of the nicest little side issues 


possible to a farmer who has a small 
stream running through his place is 
willow growing. There is a constant 
and if anything increasing demand for 
basket willows, and in many locations 
the bushes can be grown with little or 
no expense or trouble. Men who have 
gone into it "however, on a very small 
scale as a trial have generally found it 
so profitable that tfiey have devoted 
some thought to its details and have 
become extensive willow producers. 


Tbe department of agriculture some 


years ago published a short pamphlet 
describing the best methods of raising 
willows and the conditions under which 
they produce the highest priced reeds. 
Willows will grow readily wherever 
the ground is at all moist Where a 
man has a small fiat which it would be 
possible for him to overflow by the 
construction Of a cheap or temporary 
earth dam, requiring perhaps a day's 
labor with his team, it might pay him 
to look into the willow production 
business a little and see if he cannot 
create an additional industry -for the 
farm without interfering w-ith tbe^th- 
er work. The juvenile members of 
some.farmers' families like to try their 
-band at making -willow ware during 
the winter evenings.—Guy E. Mitchell 
ia American Cultivator.

Storing: Apple*. 


Apples should be stored in a cool 


dry place, says C. B. Barrett -Warmth 
and moisture cause fermentation and 
decay. If possible, separate tbe. over- 
ripe ones from those gathered before 
the .ripening process was completed 
before putting up for the winter. Tbe 
solid, unripened apples keep much 
ionger than those which have been.al- 
lowed to remain on the tree until fully 
ripe. But while the keeping quality 
of the unripeued ones is desirable, the 
flavor is nevertheless impaired by gath- 
ering when in the best condition for 
long keeping. 
If the temperature of 


the cellar or house is kept even and at 
the right degree, there is little danger 
of losing even tbe ripest of the winter 
varieties until the early spring months.

NEW STREET SWEEPER. 


AdvaniiitCfN of u Mavhine Mnnnfui- 


(urrU lu l>«MMt»«"»-. 


Every lurgi' city in the United States 


will be interested in a new street 
sweeping apparatus manufactured at 
DusseUorf. According to Consul Cree- 
vey at Glauchuu, who has addressed a 
letter to the department of state at 
Washington, ttiis apparatus might be 
termed u combination street washing 
and swucpiug machine and a iuud 
dredger. The cylindrical brush draws 
the mud to tbe middle instead of 
throwing it off to one side, and it is 
carried up through an inclosed chute 
by an endless chain of small buckets 
aud dropped Into a cart attached U> the 
rear of tbe machine. 


Some interesting and minute tests 


have been made with the sweeper, and 
the following report taken from a Ger- 
man newspaper will be of interest to 
American cities interested in tbe mat- 
ter of clean streets: 


"It appears from the reports that 


without throwing up theleast dust the 
machine cleared the roads as well as if 
it had been done by baud. Droppings,, 
grit, stones the size of a child's fist- 
nay, entire bricks—were dealt with in- 
discriminately, by the broom. In the 
opinion of city engineers aud others 
this apparatus meets every require- 
ment of such a mechanical street 
sweeper. The only drawback appears 
to be its high initial cost—nearly $1,428 
—but this would indeed be a poor ob- 
jection to its introduction if the whole 
sum is recovered in the course of a 
year, as the manufacturers claim for 
their machine. 


"We understand, moreover, that tliia 


price is subject to a material reduction 
as soon as a demand is created, and for 
this it may be hoped we shall not have 
to wait too long. A German contempo- 
rary has calculated that in case of an 
average scavenging district ordinarily 
served by two horses and a night shift 
of twenty scavengers the Salus would 
effect an annual saving of $2,142 in 
wages, the staff being reduced one- 
half. 
Against this must be set the 


price of the machine and the increased 
cost of maintenance as compared with 
horse brooms. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that the latter will swallow the 
balance of the saving, so that even in 
the first year after adoption a clear 
profit can be made in addition to se- 
curing greatly improved sanitation."
